Lf )NDC)N, Aug. 19— American Commando units swung 
into action against occupied Europe for the first time today asj 
participants in a huge foray against the Dieppe a re a of I ranee j 
which led a jittery Germany to announce that actual invasion 
and creation of a second front is under way. 
f or the first time, the Commandos carried tanks with 
them to aid in achievement of military objectives, which in! 
one sector of Dieppe included complete destruction of a six-] 
gun cross-channel battery and an ammunition dump. 
W ith operations still in progress undei a screaming can-, 
opy of British and American planes this afternoon, official; 
announcements all insisted that the attack was merely a Com­ 
mando raid and not a full-scale invasion, despite the large 
number of men and unprecedented forces of aircraft involved. 
I he headquarters of Lieut. Gen. Dwight I). Eisenhower j 
commander of American forces in the European theatre of 
war, issued a communique which said: 
In combined opeiations in a raid on the I )icppe area a 
detachment from the United States Ranger Battalion is taking 
part with Canadian forces and British special service troops 
and a small detachment of fighting French.” 
An announcement from U. S. Army headquarters reveal­ 
ing the existence and careful training of this hitherto unknown 
unit, said: 


Specially selected American task troops chosen from 
among an avalanche of volunteers from the various branches 
of the army have been training for some time for the C om ­ 
mando forces headed by Lord Mounthatten.
